DEPENDENT ON SUPPORT 


It is difficult to put into plain 
terms and short space such a vast 
‘subject as is presented by this fi-

| pound has not been 
‘brought to par by an increase of 
British trade and prosperity. In 
fact, trade conditions have been 
growing worse. In 1923 Britain 
imported a billion dollars worth 
more goods than she exported. In 
1924 the adverse balance was more 
than a Dillion, six hundred mi- 
lion. The first three months of 
this year indicate an unfavorable 
balance for 1925 approaching two 
billions. If she had not large re- 
turns from investments and ship- 
ping, Britatn could not stand such 
‘a drain. 

(2.). In face of this condition 
the pound has been stimulated to 
par by American support. It was 
to our Interest to put the world back 
on a gold basis, so our vast gold 


, reserves could go to work. Con- 


sequently our whole banking sys- 
tem was put behind the Briti¢h 
banking system, Loans we . 
passe 

through London and been con- 
verted into pound exchange. Our 
Federal Reserve system also has 
a working agreement whereby its 
interest rates shall be kept below 
the rates of the Bank of England. 
Our rate is now 4 per cent. 
theirs 6. Thus large supplies of 
floating money are attracted from 
this and other countries for short 
time lending. giving a backing to 
the value of the pound. 

(3.) The British Treasury frank- 
ly recognized the pound could not 
be held at par by Britain alone. 
So before the gold standard was 
adopted an arrangement was made 
whereby the American gold re- 
serve in eff was put behind 
the pound: for the New York Re- 
serve Bank agreed, up to $200,- 
000,009 at least, to buy the pound 
at par when the Bank of England 
was not in position to do so: and 
another $100.000,000 was made 
available for the same purpose by 
American bankers. What is more 
important, the power of American 
banking was pledged to discour- 
age speculation against the value 
of the pound. : 

(4.) Thus, until Britain can 


get 
* herself in position to uphold her 


own money, she is dependent for 
its stability on the continued good 
will and co-operation of America. 
To retain this good will Britain 
must submit her financial policies 
to a certain amount of American 
scrutiny; and, particularly, will 
have to avoid any clashing with 
the American government over 
political questions or any active 
trade or shipping war with Ameri- 
can private or, official interests. 
(5.) Finally, the stimulation 
of the pound for its world value 
has not been follo by an equal 
increase of its purchasing power 
at home. Prices as measured by 
the pound sterling at par thus are 
now far above those of other great 
industrial countries. J. M. Keynes, 
the eminent economist, puts the 
difference in present prices of 
workers’ necessities, as compared 
with prewar prices, thus: England 
179. Germany 125, Italy 121, 


inflated level. In order to compete 
for world trade, British 
must be forced down. That, 
turn, may mean reduction of wages 
and strikes, weakening the coun- 
try further. 


NO REASON FOR ALARM 

I do not suggest there is any 
reason for Americans to feel any 
alarm over the burden we have as- 

sumed in what some eminent Brit- 
ish experts call a gamble. Britain 
can still call on vast resources in 

the world to pay us for any assist- 
ance we may be called on to give. 

Rut it is this factor that is wor- 

rying the British. They wonder 
how much they will have to pay; 

and they aretafraid the end of tha 
chapter will find them and their 
empire in pawn to us. 

Mr. Darling, the banker quoted 

above, put it thus: The greater 
danger lies in our indebtedness to 
America, to the United States gov- 

ernment and to United States citi- 

zens. Of the two the latter is the 

more dangerous. The prewar gold 

standard was fortunately free from 

political interference. This can 
not be said of the Federal Reserve 
banks, or rather of the Federal e- 
serve Board, which control their 
policy: The Federal Reserve Board 
is practilally a political body sit- | 
ting in Washington.”

DISARMAMENT 


International Council Puts 
Resolution Through 
Americus, Germans Teke 
No Part in Balloting 


Appeal by New Yorker One 
.Feature of Session 


DisPaTCH) 
WASHINGTON, May 9.—With- 
out the votes of the national coun- 
cils of the United States and Ger- 
many, which, for totally different 
reasons, refrained from voting, 
the International Council of Wom- 
en today approved the disarma- 
ment resolution as submitted by 
the international standing commit- 
tee on peace and disarmament, 
after a heated discussion. 

As presented and as finally 
adopted, the text of the resolu- 
tion is as follows: 

“The International Councu of 
Women, recognizing that general 
disarmament is the ideal to be 
aimed at, considers that it ight 
be preceded by a gradual eimul- 
taneous disarmament under effec- 
tive control of the League, to be 
agreed upon by the respective gov- 
ernments and the League of Na- 
tions. They recognize that na- 
tions will not agree to disarm un- 
til they feel some sense of security. 
This council believes that the way 
establish peaceful relations 
among nations would be through 
a policy that regards neighboring 
people as natural friends and not 
as possible enemies.” 

The German delegates offered 
an amendment to strike out the 
words “they recognize that na- 
tions will not agree to disarm un- 
til they feel some sense of se- 
curity,” and when it was defeated 


man delegation refused to support 
the resolution and refrained from 
voting. & 


AMERICA’S ACTION 

The United States council op- 
posed the amendment but fe- 
frained from voting on the reso- 
lution in accordance with a deci- 
sion, made several months ago, 
and from which it has steadfastly 
refused to depart, not to vote on 
any resolution concefning in any 
degree the League of Nations, or 
taking a position in advance of 
the attitude of the government on 
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ho asserted that peace is a politi- 


the World Court. It has, for in- 
stance, indorsed the World Court 
Plan as recommended by Presi- 
dents Harding and Coolidge, minus 
the optional clause accepting juris- 
diction in all disputes. 

In accordance with that deci- 
sion it refrained today from vot- 
ing on the League of Nations reso- 
lution, in which the international 
council “urges its constituent 
members to use all their influe 
ence to procure the speedy inclu- 
sion of all nations,” and upon

PORT COLD

to Care for. Perishable 
Produce Asked 


The Boa of Harbor Commis-

One of the most remarkable 
races was in Michigan, where the 
University of Michigan, the Col- 
lege of the City of Detroit and Al- 
bion College were nip and tuck for 
a place-in the central regional 
finals. The College of the City of 
Detroit had 308 contestants en- 
tered. Over a period of several 
weeks the best of these were se- 
lected, and five of them competed 
for the right to speak for the col- 
lege. The University of Michigan 
Orators coached by the veteran 
Prof. T. C. Trueblood, was general 
ly conceded to be certain to a place 
in the finals. Albion College was 
looked upon as a dark horse. But 
when the final results came in Al- 
bion’s representative outdid those 
of the ether two institutions, the 
three of them being almost tied 
for the seventh rating. half a 
dosen smaller colleges in Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois having taken the 
firet six places. Among the big 
universities which lost out in this

'@x. Harold is being held in cus- 
tedy of relatives pending issuance | 
of @ warrant for his arrest which 
will probably prove to be a mere 
‘formality leading to honorable ac- 
quittal. 

“He was going to kill . 
so I killed him first.” is the tenor 
ef young Braun's statement. 

BROTHER A WITNESS 

Braun's brother, 9, was the only 
ether witness of the tragedy, which 
took place on a lonely farm, four- 
teen miles from Didsbury. a small 
Alberta town. Their mother was 
lying unconscious on the ground, 
her body still quivering under a 
rain of blows from her husband, 
when the ax fell on the latter's 
head, according to the story told 
by the two boys. 

Braun has long been kreten as a 
man of morose disposition and er- 
ratic temper. Not long ago his 
wife drove into town in a dis- 
heveled state, saying that she had 

severely beaten by her hus- 
band. For weeks she stayed with 
relatives, until finally her husband 
prevailed upon her to return home. 

Another quarrel soon followed. 
Harold Braun's story of the fateful 
Bunday follows: 

“Father got angry during the 
morning and he made an awful 
fuss. ter in the day he began 
to fill a wagon up with all sorts 
e furniture and shouted that he 
Was going away and wasn't com- 
ing back 


“When I was away from the 
house, Earl (the younger her) 
Shouted to me that father was 
killing mother. Between us we 
managed to get her away from him. 
but he caught her again and threw 
her down. 


HAROLD'S STORY 


“Then he started kicking her 
end punching her. She moaned 
and then lay still. He was going to 
will her, so I killed him first. | 
picked up an ax that was lying 
 fRear-by and hit him on the h 
with it while he was down on his 
knees hitting mother. He tried to 
get up after I hit bim the first 
time but I hit him twice more and 
he rolled over and lay still.” 

When provincial police, called 
te the scene of the tragedy by 
neighbors, arrived, they found the 
body of Braun still lying in the 
farm yard and the mother uncon- 
scious in the house. The two boys. 
both sturdy youngsters, told a 
straightforward tale of what had 
eccurred, their story being borne 
gut by the condition-of the woman.

San Diego county is found in the 
coastal plane region and in the 
larger of the mountain valleys. 
In northern part of the coun- 
ty. this development centers in

The climate is uniform with a 


Fahrenheit, and the rainfall is 
about fifteen inches. The soil is 
mainly sandy loam within marine 
sand or clay subsoil. Drainage for 
the most part is well taken care 
of the natural slope of the 
land, and only in a few places is 
it necessary to-stimulate drainage. 


RESERVOIRS DEVELOPED 


in the past has lacked adequate 
water supply, there being no large 
underground basin for storage. In 
the last few years. however, stor- 
age reservoirs have been devel- 
oped, providing adequate water for 
thousands of acres.

Prof. Hertzog has been speak- 
ing over KHJ five nights a week 
fer sixteen months, and during 
this time he has neither missed 
a single night nor has he been 
late, which is in itself a remark- 
able achievement. 

The 1,000,000 words on Ameri- 
can history which he sent over 
the air to all parts of North Anier- 
ica is equivalent to Sixteen vol- 
umes of -400 printed pages each, 
or in other words, he has written 
in long hand a volume a month 
for sixteen consecutive months. Ali 
of this has been accomplished in 
addition to his duties as instructor 
in American history at Hollywood 
High School, where he has taught 
for the past fourteen years.

RADIO HISTORIAN MAKES RECORD 
Completes His 300th Lecture Over KHJ

“Why just look at our twentieth- 
century civilization! Do you imag- 
ine for a moment that it can ever 
be overthrown?” The orator 
paused while the listeners thought. 
Then he proceeded to enumerate 
our advantages in being selected 
[to live in the “great and gforious 
age.” His adjectives were super- 
lative. As the orator finished his 
peroration and bowed himself from 
the stage, the audience smilingly 
commented on his conclusions that 
our present civilization is bound 
to endurée—forever. Some of the 
more optimistic ones agreed with 
the speaker's high-pressure state- 
ments. They were simply carried 
off their feet by his oratorical 
grandiloquence. Others were in- 
clined to take his conclusions with 
a grain of salt. 
fondness for critical analysise—for 
observing from various angles 
several question marks bobbed up. 
Then a mental survey of historical 
and tehnological facts followed. In 
‘our mania for exploitation of our 
twentieth-century civilization we 
sometimes lose sight of certain 
basic truths. We also lost sight 
of certain conditions that surround 
present-day life. 

Some races of antiquity were 
seemingly destined to perpetuate 
their splendid achievements. The 
Toltecs possessed a superb civiliza- 
tion. So did ancient Aasyria, Persia, 
Egypt and other nations. In Greece 
living was refined to an esthetic 


highest expression of beauty and 
harmony. It was a joy to be alive 
in the beautiful setting of that 
classic age. Pietry and philosophy 
flourished and the cities were mar- 
vels of architectural beauty. Yet 
they all passed away. Still oth- 
ers far away in the prehistoric 
past lie buried beneath the seas. 
When we speak of civilization it 
might be well to refresh our mem- 
ortes regarding the term. In the 
dictionary definition of the word 
we find that nothing is said about 
our big undertakings, big deals, 
big corporations, big buildings, or 
our wide-spreading commercial 
life. As a noun it ts defined as 
“the act of civiligation, the state 
being civilized or refined in 
manners.” M. Arnold says, “civill- 
zation is the humanization of man 
in ety.” 
indicating that we have been using 
the word rather loosely. We have 
been acting as though civilization 
meant an aggregation of scientific 
and industrial paraphernalia to 
make @xistence more luxurious and 
more exciting. Yet the dictionary 
definition of the word means a re- 
finement of manners and humaniz- 
ing of mankind. Measured by that 
standard just where would our 
present-day civilization stand in 
the scale? 


produce a great civilization than 
a constitution well drawn up. In- 
deed, one may great commer- 
clally, industrially, architecturally, 
yet be found wanting in all the es- 
sential graces and qualifications of 
true greatness. For instance, if we 
are not refined in manners, if we 
are not far removed from the 
coarse and uncouth, we are fall- 
img short of the test of a true 
civilization. We know that true 
refinement arises from an innate 
perception of what is requisite in 
our attitude toward others and in 
our dealings with them. If we 
trample on the rights or the feel- 
ings of others we are not refined. 
Neither are we humanitarian— 
which is one of the qualifications 
of civilization. If we take advan- 
tage of others In our dealings we 
fall short of the test. No matter 
how many advantages we possess, 
or how many wonderful inventions 
or discoveries we enjoy in our mode 
of living, if we are not refined and 
eta we are not truly civ- 


So when we boast of our twen- 
tieth-century civilization it might 
be well to stop and think a mo- 
ment while we ask ourselves cer- 
tain questions. Are we as refine 
in manners as some of the nations 
of antiquity were? When we spea 
in proud boast of the twentieth- 
century civilization, of course, we 
refer especially to the achievements 
of the Caucasian race. Yet some 
of those whom we deem leas fa- 
vored might measure up to the ac- 
cepted test better than we of 
America. Among the orientals the 
graces of courtesy and kindness 
outrank ours. If the art of living} 
is included in a test of the true 
civilization some of the nations of 
antiquity might measure up to a 
higher standard than we have at- 
tained. All this ise comparative, 
however. None of the older na- 
tions reached the high state of 
civilization fixed by an ideal stand- 
ard. We have fallen far short of 
it, so our superlatives are a mere 
boast. Take the test of “humani- 
zation,” for instance. Many forms 
of cruelty are practiced among us 
under the sanction of law—cruelty 
not only to our human brothers, 
but to dumb creatures that we are 
supposed to protect, or at least, 
allow to live undisturbed. Some 
of our customs and practices are 
nothing short of barbarous. It 
might be extremely humiliating to 
take a literal examination in the 
psychology of our boasted pres- 
ent-day civilization. Why then 
should we expect it to endure for- 
ever? 

Among the legends told of the 
lost Atlantis there is some inter- 
esting matter, concerning which, 
whether we believe it or not, there 
ls food for thought. It ts said that 
a very high state of civilization ex- 
isted here. That all our modern 
discoveries had reached a state of 
perfection undreamed of by our 
present-day inventors and scien- 
tists. Hidden forces of nature were 
used effectively—not only in aerial 
navigation but even in the strategy 
of warfare. According to many ac- 
counts, it was what we would 
term a highly advanced civiliza- 
tion. Yet a mighty cataclysm 
buried the splendid continent 
fathoms deep beneath the sea. 
Scientists are only just begin- 
ning to find traces of it. but 
the Toltec ruins are supposed to 
have been a part of the lost con- 
tinent. The reason for this sud- 
den obliteration of a vast and splen- 
did civilizatiop is said to be, that 
a certain subrace of the Atlanteans 
used the great powers they had ac- 
quired and the mastery they had 
gained over the forces of nature, 
for selfish purposes entirely. As 
they sought. only the physical and 
material side of life's wonderful re- 
sources they became a dangerous 
power. What we call “black magic” 
was practiced extensively and when 
a certain stage was reached in 
diabolical cunning and cruelty, they 
were destroyed—engulfed beneath 
the sea. 

Whether this tale of the lost At- 
lantis to be taken as history or 
lengend, it furnishes some food 
for thought.

This amount, 
however, includes only admissions 
of more than 10 cents, and he es- 
timates that fully one-third of 41 
theater-goers attend shows where 
the admission charge is 10 cents 
and less. 

He estimates that there were 
more than 185,000,000 paid ad- 
missions for amusements and en- 
tertainments of his nature during 
the las. fiscal year.

of plains in front, somewhere in 
the middie of The Thundering 
Herd. Those shots only lasted 
for a moment or two on the screen, 
yet I doubt if anyone outside of 
the industry will believe me when 
I say that it took fifty Piute In- 
dians nine days to make a seven 
mile trail wp to the point so that 
the company could be moved 
there. We left our encampment 
early in the morning and for six 
hours tramped through drifts of 
snow which had piled up during 
the night. All around the snow 
was three and four feet deep and 
the wind howling along the val- 
ley at a terrific gait. 

“When we had finally dragged 
the camera equipment into place 
and it seemed as though every- 
thing was ready, I found that 
through some mistake in orders, 
the coffew had been forgotten. It 
was so bitterly cold that we herd- 
ed the squaws into a deserted 
little cabin to keep them from be- 
ing frostbitten, the effects of which 
the men were just beginning to 
feel. That meant we had to drop 
everything and rub the affected 
feet with snow. 


“If you've ever had frostbite 
you know that the feel of snow 
is just like putting a red-hot poker 
on the flesh. They were shriek- 
ing with agony all around and 
what little timber that could be 
salvaged from the snow only sput- 
tered and went out when we tried 
to make fires, it was so damp. 
“Bo we had to go back to our 
base encampment. You can figure 
it out, nine days to make the 
trail, another six hours to travel 
the trail and then not a single shot 
in the camera box. Of course, we 
went back another day and got 
it, but the hardest blow of all was 
the remark of some wise-cracking 


critic who announced they were 


painted back “rops.” 
At present Howard is taking a 
well-earned vacation with his par- 
ents in the little home town of St.

Of course, they 
don't get a cent more for all this 
grief and privation and discom- 
forts, not a bit more, and after 
dragging them through all that 
snow and having them get frost- 
bitten feet. why 1 don't see how I 
can ask them to go down there 
and get sunstroke or play tag with 
rattiers. Yet what can I do?“ 

Howard came to megaphone- 
wielding via the salesmanship 
route.

Naturally in 
selling a certain commodity the 
salesman is bound to run into all 
types and kinds of people, especial- 
ly in the picture business. You go 
about from one small town to an- 
other, and each one has a different 
viewpoint of living and expresses 
it in their community. The observ- 
ant person will naturally absorb 
a great deal of thier. 

“Then again. in the selling of 
photoplays, one is bound to find out 
in no uncertain terms what is 
wrong with pictures in general and 
come ‘closer to knowing the type 
of stories the public prefers.” |

Q.: Do you consider it advisable 
to build at this time or to wait 
a few months for a possible Urop 
in prices?

Material prices are 
lower today than one year ago, but 
there is no indication of a future 
decline in prices.

Architects Give Attention to 
Small House Design 


Successful Residence Needs 
Fine Workmanship

The tendency of the masses is 
to have a home, one not neces- 
sarily expensive but beautiful in 
appearance, livable and distinctive. 
This natural desire is satisfied 
usually in the modern small house 
selected from the; various styles of 
architecture, and best suited to the 
taste and individual requirements 
of the owner. 

The tremendous volume of small 
house construction has given archi- 
tects an opportunity to turn their 
attention to it with the result that 
wonderful improvements in design. 
room arrangement and sanitation 
have been noticed. This has come 
about through the recognition that 
if the small house is to be suc- 
cessful it must have an individual- 
ity created by honest design and 
honest workmanship. 

The endeavor has been to make 
the small house 100 per cent ef- 


the house contribute constantly to 
the comfort, pleasure and conveni- 
ence of its occupants. , 

It is felt among architects that 
if the community as a whole can 
facilitate the erection of- smaller 
homes that are practical in ar- 
rangement, pleasing to bulld, the 
individual as well as the entire com- 
munity will be greatly benefited. 

The architect's problem of con- 
ventionalizing the plan for the 
California house becomes almost 
impossible of successful accom- 
plishment when orientation is 
faithfully considered as a factor. 
However, there are certain funda- 
mental requirements that must be 
observed in order to maintain the 
proper relation of the house to the 
lot on which it is to be bullt. . 

Poorly designed houses lose the

‘Clo seem the joneliest Place on 
earth 

On the porch of one of the 
hene was a block of granite with 
a hole in it for grinding the acorn 
meal. Cemented to the rock with 
beeswax was a shallow Indian 
basket like the rim ot a hat with- 
out the crown. aa 
came fine enough as it was ground, 
it was scooped into the basket rim 
that surrounded the hole in the 
stone. Every had several 
huge baskets" of willow twigs, 
probably woven to gather acorns 
in. and beside every one was a 
‘small clay olla of the type that 
the mountain Indians have made 
\gince time fmmemorial. 


STAY 18 SHORT 

We did not stay long in San 
Ygnacio, much as we would have 
liked to have done so. The storm 
was increasing in violence every 
moment, and did wot promise to 
improve the going on the twelve 
miles of doubtful road that lay be- 
tween us and the hospitable adobes 
of Warner Hot Springs. We head- 
ed the Jewett back to Warner's 
again and ‘eft San Ygnacio to 
desolation and the storm. 

While very few cars make the 
trip each year into San Ygnacio, it 
did not prove a. difficult drive, for 
the Jewett at least. The Indians 
do not greatly encourage visitors 
to their domain, and Ed Ray, the 
guide from Warner's, stopped at 
San Ysidro and explained our visit 
to the “Capitan” there. But if 
you are looking for a motor trip 
that is very decidedly out + ling 
ordinary, and have three d 
so to are., you will find that 4 
trip to Warner Hot Springs and 
thence to San Yenacio will furnish 
you with a journey léng to be re- 
membered.

cultural commissioner. It is a big job and 
it is war, continuous and unrelenting. 


The first horticultural legislation of Call- 
fornia was designed merely to prevent the 
introduction and spread of plant pests, and 
to help growers control disease and in- 


the fruit industry, and the expansion of 
other agricultural industries, the scope of 
the work has grown in proportion. New 


fighting them have extended and changed 
the work materially and, in addition, stand- 
ardization of fresh fruits and vegetables 


tion of California products. 


In 1889, the first board of horticultural 
commissioners was authorized for Los Ange 
les county. The first members were A. F. 
Kercheval, Los Angeles, president; F. Ed- 
ward Gray, Alhambra, secretary, and 
George E. Mitchell, Pomona. In 1911, the 
board plan was discontinued, and A. R. 
Meserve was appointed as the first horticul- 
tural commissioner of Los Angeles county. 
The following year William Wood succeed- 
ed to the position, and in 1918, Harold J. 
Ryan, incumbent was chosen. 


Duties once comparatively simple long 


eounty took its place in the sun agricultur- 
ally. A force of a few inspectors and work- 
ers has developed into a staff of fifty men. 
New methods, new equipment and new du 
ties have appeared. Under Commissioner 
Ryan, the office inspects and fumigates 
nursery stock entering or leaving the 
county, conducts plant quarantines; ex- 
amines containers which may convey dis- 
eases or pests, breeds beneficial insects 
to fight the bad ones, directs the war 
against ground squirrels, weeds along high- 
ways and pests and diseases menacing or- 
chard and field crops, enforces rules on 
standard sizes of boxes and crates and on 
honest packs and weights, prevents the sale 
or shipment of frosted oranges and other 
inferior fruits, battles with bee diseases and 
seeks to anticipate and meet all the needs 
of the growers of Los Angeles county. To 
meet all these requirements, the duties of 
the office have been segregated into five di- 
visions, each under the direct charge of a 
deputy commissioner. 
A BIG UNDERTAKING 

The general supervision of the depart- 
ment during any absence of the commis- 
sioner himself is in charge of L. 8. Neville, 
chief deputy. As superintendent of rodent 
control, Mr. Neville directs a force of six 
inspectors continually engaged in the work 
of eliminating injurious rodents. It is 
necessary for each inspector to examine the 
property in his district regularly and to 
force the cleanup of ground squirrels and 
gophers in infested areas. The poison 
grain commonly used in squirrel control is 
mixed aud applied by crews working under 
the direction of the inspectors and the 
same men keep an eye on the “gas attacks” 
directed against the same pests. The con- 
trol and eradication of noxious weeds 
throughout the county is also included in 
the work of this department. 

The low temperatures of last December 
caused injury to a percentage of the naval 
and Valencia orange crop and necessitated 
close inspection of all fruit shipped by rail 
out of the county. It fell to the district 
inspector to examine all the shipments at 
the packing-houses in order to prevent froz- 
en oranges from appearing in the Hast, to 
the detriment of the reputation of the 
State. The wholehearted co-operation of 
the shippers is proven by the fact that al- 
though over 4600 carloads have been 
shipped since the freeze, no prosecutions 
for violations have been necessary. The 
experiences of 1919 and 1922 have demon- 
strated the inadvisability of shipping fruit 
injured by frost beyond the legal tolerance. 

The local markets, naturally, present- 
ed a more difficult problem and required the 
employment of additional inspectors to pre- 


ville, handling the work during the emer- 
gency, had 2399 loads of fruit, consisting of 
147,630 boxes consigned to Los Angeles 
markets, inspected. Up to the end of April, 
261 lots, totalling 17,011 boxes were found 
frosted beyond the condition allowed by law. 
When the inspection crew first went on the 
road the percentage of bad fruit ran very 


high, but as soon as the 1

While this work causes grief to some 
growers who were unfortunate enough to

PLANT QUARANTINE 

Prevention of the introduction of pests 
and diseases is obtained by the enforce- 
ment of plant quarantine laws. Under the 
direction of Deputy Commissioner G. R. 
Gorton, twenty-seven district inspectors 


make inspections of all incoming parcels 


to Fields, Orchards and Markets 


trees and plants at seventy-one post- 
offices and 148 freight and express stations. 
During the year ending July 1, 1924, 32,444 
shipments, containing approximately 12,952, 
638 trees, plants and packages were er 
amined and 613 shipments were treated and 

or were refused admittance be 
cause infested with injurious pests or be- 
cause they otherwise violated State quaran- 
tine laws. Household goods and “emigrant 
movables” from certain areas are exam- 
ined to see that no host materials of the 
dangerous alfalfa weevil or cotton boll wee 
vil are present.

How to Prevent the Overproduction of 
Peaches for Canning

outlook for the peach grower in‘ 
§ Southern California, who is struggling 
to get back on his feet after the dis- 
astrous season of 1924, is quite bright at 
the present time. There has been no frost 
to interfere with the setting of the fruit, 
and the unusually large amount set makes 
the outlook for a yield rivaling the bumper 
crop of 1923 a good one. 


With the prospect for a big crop there is 
also an encouraging situation relative to a 
market for the canned product. The light 
pack of last year has enabled the can: 
ners to dispose of what sometimes consti- 
tutes a hold-over, and there should be a 
ready market Gow orem 
put into the cans. 

The entire situation at the present time 
is such as to offer encouragement to the 
grower of good cling varieties and it should 
not take any persuasion to induce him to 
give his orchard the best of care. Where 
irrigation water is available the outlook is 
of course much brighter than where the 
natural rainfall, which has been rather 
light,-must be depended upon to supply the 
necessary amount of moisture. Fortu- 
nately, the dry-land fruit farmers in South- 
ern California are now a very small minor- 
ity of the total number, and each season 
sees more of our growers with irrigation 
facilities to insure satisfactory production 
in spite of drought. 

No mutter how much water is at hand 
to use in the orchard, however, a heavy 
setting of peaches such as one sees in prac- 
tically” all of the orchards at the present 
time, will not mature to satisfactory sizes 
unless some of the fruit is removed. Thin- 


ning is not simply desirable; 


it is abso- 
lutely necessary, as peach growers of ex- 


perience well know. 
AVOID SMALL SIZES 


Every grower, as well as every canner 
of peaches, should strive to prevent over- 
production of canned goods by seeing to it 
that only the larger sizes that are in de 
mand are packed. Nothing brings disaster 
to the grower, to say nothing of the can- 
ner, more effectively than a heavy hold- 
over from one season to another of more 
or less undesirable goods. Even a heavy 
hold-over of good peaches is not a healthy 
condition. It is particularly necessary dur- 
ing seasons of very heavy production to be 
careful not to can too heavily. This means 
that a minimum size should be established 
that is fair to both canner and grower. 

There are none of the commercial cling 
varieties that cannot be made to reach the 
size of at least two and three-eights inches, 
where soil and moisture conditions are at 
all suitable, and this would seem to be 
about the fairest minimum size that could 
be established. Such a minimum would 
eliminate a certain amount of fruit that, 
because of dry or poor soil, too many fruits 
on à tree, or other unfavorable conditions, 
failed to meet the requirement. No doubt 
there are growers who would oppose the 
establishment of so large a minimum, but 
the writer is convinced from past experi 
ence that the grower will benefit greatly, 
in the long run, if he will make up his 
mind to haul to the cannery only fruit that 
has attained a size of two and three-eighths

FIGHTING CITRUS PESTS 
- Controlling and cleaning up citrus 
presents an extremely wide field of effort. 
The methods of treatment are so varied 


Under Mr. landen supervision, a close 
touch is maintained by the resident dige 
trict inspector with each orchard in his dis- 
trict. District inspectors advise the grow- 
er when to treat his orchard and what treat- 
ment should be given. When a grove be- 
comes heavily infested with injurious in- 
sects, it is a menace to the neighboring or- 
chards. The inspector then serves a notice on 
the owner requiring him to abate the nut- 
sance. In cases where the owner does not 
do the work within the time allowed, it 
must be done by the horticultural commis- 
sioner and the costs become a lien on the 


property 

The fight against black scale is indicative 
of the necessity for constant vigilance. In 
1917, the black scale infestation was com- 
paratively light. It grew in -magnitude, 
however, and in 1919 some dissatisfaction 
with control measures was indicated. The 
seriousness of the condition was lightened 
in 1921, and in 1922 reports on the control 
showed better results. Then, in 1923, a 
tremendous increase in black scale 
noted, but the year just passed showed an 
improvement again. Cost of combatting the 
scale by spraying and fumigation is report- 
ed to have been nearly $1,500,000 in a sin- 
gle year. The production losses were con- 
servatively estimated at twice this figure, 
making a total cost of $4,500,000 per year 
to the citrus growers of this county. A 
single pest, it has been found, may cause 
tremendous losses to the grower and to the

Showers, may prove that deep well water 
does not add alkali but actually removes 
it, according to Director Ross of the Uni- 
versity extension department. M. Cragin, 
irrigation engineer of Phoenix, says that if 
the experiments fully verify this new theo- 
ry, it may result in a change in plans for 
land reclamation, not only here but in all 
alkaline districts of the United States.

mals, but their replacement by animals of 
superior worth, and a program of assistance 
to stockmen in obtaining the proper types 
ot pure-bred live stock. Technical experts 
of the Division of Agriculture of the Mext- 
can government will be available to aid in 
this selection of seed stock. That the re 
gults of this educational campaign will be 
far reaching in its effect on both Mexico 
and the United States is the belief of live- 
stock breeders who have commented on it. 
A growing interest in the raising of better 
live stock has already proved in the United 
States that the days of inferior live stock 
are over on farms where owners have given 
the pure-bred a chance to assert its useful- 
ness, and the taking up of this important 
phase of the industry by Mexico will un- 
doubtedly offer established breeders of this 
country another good outlet for their sur- 
plus breeding stock. 


Indications point to a considerable vol- 
ume of the spring lamb crop being ready for 
market earlier than usual, with a number of 
producers desiring to move their lambs pri- 
or to May 15.

March eighty-five dairy herds 
were tested in the Imperial County Cow- 
Testing Association.

Is in Demand 


‘VISALIA.—When R. E. Hyde, proprietor 
of the Hyde Dairy Ranch near Visalia, 
launched that enterprise two years ago he 
decided first of all to feature quality and 
service, believing that in so doing he 
would win public approval. He declares 
that the ‘idea has “worked out” to his en- 
tire satisfaction. 


With J. C. Jones as manager, he has 


built up both a wholesale and a retail busi- 
ness. Working with Mr. Jones,he purchased 
the best stock to be had and installed the 
herd on his 700-acre ranch. Over 400 acres 
are devoted to the raising of alfalfa to feed 
the herd of more than 250 cows, so that he 


grows. He anticipates, in part, having to 
enlarge the facilities of the ranch in the 
near future. 

In a building 250 feet long, accommodat- 
ing eighty cows at a time, milking starts at 
1:30 a. m., and at 1:30 p. m. With four 
electric milkers it takes three hours to milk 
all the cows and to have the milk bottled 
for delivery. Only a few minutes elapse 
from the time the milk comes from the cow 
until it is bottled and ready for delivery. 
Throughout each process, fyom cooling to 
bottling, the most scientific and approved 
methods are used. The bottles are cleaned 
and sterilised and then are capped auto- 
matically after being filled: 
from air-tight containers and 
upon the bottles. Last of all, the bottles 
are again washed and placed in containers, 
from which they are served to the customer. | 

In addition to the raw milk sold by the 
dairy, over 100 gallons a day are pasteurized. 
As part of the lunch service in twenty 
schools of Tulare county, milk ‘from the’ 
Hyde Dairy Ranch is served to the pupils 
Besides supplying the Visalia district, this 
dairy delivers milk to the Farmersville, Bx- 
eter, Lemon Cove, Naranjo, Woodlake, Red- 
banks, Goshen, Parlier, Reedley, Dinuba, 
Sultana, Orosi and Cutler districts. 

Twice daily the entire shed, which houses 
the cows, is washed and scrubbed. The 
cows are also given their washing and ev- 
erything suggestive of filth or contamina- 
tion is carefully removed. The herd is in- 
spected every six months.

than twenty years the bulk of the collec 


tion has been stored away in innumerable 
packing boxes. Before that the Patent Of- 
fice used to keep some of its historic toys 
on display in glass cases, and, though this 
show closed its doors to the public so many 


years ago, its fame still continues. Almost 


every day strangers in the national capital 
wander into the Patent Office and ask to 


esee the exhibit of inventions. 


The present official headquarters of the 
collection is an old stable, hidden away in 
a Washington alley. The models might 
have rested there indefinitely if Congress 
had not been aroused to aetion by a threat- 
ened increase in the stable rent.

Wulle Congress was interested in the 
subject, the Smithsonian Institution seized 
the opportunity to get permission to take 
out some ‘historic material for exhibition. 
The museum official who selected the ez- 
hibits happened to be greatly interested in 
certain lines, particularly in firearms. He 
hunted assiduously for a good collection of 
such inventions, and he did locate some 
other valuable and interesting material. 
But some of the most important models his- 


torically Were either overlooked, or else they 


had vanished in the course of fires, moves 
and auction sales. This official, who was 
the last to examine the collection, is dead, 
and no one knows what he thought of the 
conditions he found. 

Carl W. Mitman, present curator of the 
division of engineering at the National Mu- 
seum, says that out of the 300 patent mod- 
els in the museum there are only a few 
basic inventions, the kind that represent 
the germ of complicated machines. 

Mr. Mitman says: “We have the Daven- 
port electric motor, which is one of the 
fundamental inventions leading to electric 
street railways. 
fundamental patents of John Ericsson's hot- 


air engine. These are significant because 


Ericsson probably did more to develop a 
hot-alr engine than any other person. 


Among the other important models dis 


played are the Francis Blake transmitter, 
which is incorporated in the modern tele 
phene, an electro-magnetic telegraph, pat- 
ented by Morse in 1846, and the original 
Howe sewing machine. We also have the 
original models of the Otto and Brayton 
gas engines, the former being the funda 
mental patent incorporated in practically 
all modern automobiles.” 

Mr. Mitman points out that many of the 
inventions which the models represent are 
far from crude, and that the impor- 
tant ones embody great original ideas. We 
are inclined to think of the present time as 
an age of unprecedented inventive genius, 
but he says that from 1850 to 1900 was the 
most intensive period of fundamental in- 


 Vventiveness ever known. In this period the 


atitomobile got its start, and the electric 
motor and dynamo became commercially 
possible. The typewriter, which was 
thought of in the beginning of the nine 
teenth century, became a practical article 
in that last quarter of the same century.

Hoe 
did not say that each disease is due to the 
dispiatement of some particular vertebrae. 
He believed that structural derangement 
acts as the predisposing cause of disease by 
interfering with the normal flow of blood 


and of nervous impulses to the various or- 
Sans and tissues, thus weakening nutrition- 


al processes and lowering the body's power 
of resistance. 

Dr. Sti: was the first to demonstrate the 
principle that the body is a perfect mechan- 
ism, and that when it is properly adjusted 
it is able to perform every function normal- 
ly, and to heal itself when ill. He taught 
that drugs are useless in nearly all diseases 
and positively harmful in many. 

While Dr. Still was studying and per- 
fecting his system, he was subjected to 
much criticism and ridicule. He tried re 
peatedly to give his discovery to the medt- 
cal doctors of his time, byt they only 
laughed at him and said he was crazy. Ip 
this medical history was repeating itself, 
for in 1602 when William Harvey an- 
nounced his discovery of the circulation of 
the blood he was met with a storm of abuse 
and ridicule. Again in 1842 when the first 
bath tub was used in the United States by 
Adam Thompson of Cincinnati, thé good 
doctors averred that so luxurious a form of 
bathing would lead to consumption, rheu- 
matic fever, and the whole category of dis 
eases. 

The first few patients who got well under 
Dr. Still’s treatment told others, and so his 
practice increased until in the early nine- 
ties he found that it was growing beyond 
the limits of his strength. Realizing that 
he must have help, he began to teach his 
methods to his four sons and his daughter, 
at the same time employing the best talent 
he could find to teach them anatomy, phys!i- 
ology, and chemistry. Other young people 
then. became interested, and wanted to 
learn the methods. This was the origin of 
the first school of osteopathy, which was 
chartered by the State of Missouri in 1892, 
Later other colleges were established in dif- 
ferent parts of the country. At present 
there are seven colleges—one in Boston, 
one in Philadelphia, one in Chicago, one in 
Des Moines, one in Kansas City, one in 
Kirksville (Missouri) and one in Los An- 
geles; A total of nearly two thousand stu- 


| dents’ are enrolled in these seven institu- 


tions. 

Twenty-five years the course of study 
was four terms ot five months each—a total 
of twenty months. At that time the course 
of study in mah medical colleges was three 


terms of six: —a@ total of eight- 
een months surgery. “The 
standards hic education have 


been raised from time to time to keep pace 
with the advances in general medical 
science. 

Today the applicant for admission to an 
osteopathic college must be a graduate of a 
standard four-year high school course and 
in addition must have had one year of col- 
lege work in physics, chemistry and biology. 
After entering the osteopathic college he 
must take a course of four terms of nine 
months each, In this course he studies every 
fundamental medical science taught in regu- 
lar medical colleges. He receives much 
laboratory training in such eciences as 
chemistry and pathology. The instruction 
in anatomy is unusually thorough, and is 
received from text-books, lectures, demon- 
strations and from dissection. The various 
tissues of the body are also studied under 
the microscope. The osteopathic colleges 
maintain clinics in which students during

Or again, I might answer by quoting a 
more recent definition sponsored by the 
American Osteopathic Association: “Oste- 
opathy is the name of that system of the 
healing art which places the chief emphasis 
on the structural integrity of the body 
mechanism, as being the most important 
single factor to maintain the well-being of 
the organism in health and disease; where- 
as the drug schools represent that system 
of the healing art which places the chief 
emphasis on the chemical intake of the 
body as being | the most important single 
factor to maintain the well-being of the 
organism in health and disease.” 8

Exercise No. 2, from the same position: 


Now kick up your right leg, without chang- 


ing the position of the leg at all, that 
means that you are kicking the leg with the 
knee bent. Your foot, when doing the exer- 
cise should come as close to your head as 
possible. Of course it will probably be 
quite a long distance away from the head 
at first, but this will give you an idea and 
make you kick from the hip to your knee 


with a good backward swing. 


Exercise No, 3: From the same position 


on your knees try to bring your knees up to 


kick your chest. It is almost like walking 
from one knee to another only you remain 
stationary and your hands are on the floor 


in front of you with your back quite 


straight. 


Exercise No. 4: Same position as before 


bring your hands back to the knees, and 


let your face rest down almost on your 
hands. Now raise up and push your hands 
right out Straight, in front of you, until 
you are lying absolutely flat. Try to push 


yourself back into the same position from 
which you started.

R. LILLIAN WHITING, one of the best 
known obstetricians in Los Angeles, 


contributes the following article for “Care 
of the Body” readers. Thie article con- 
tains so many important facts of interest 
to mothers that we believe every mother 
reading it will derive benefit. 


“Perhaps it is not generally known that 5 


the greatest mortality befalls the human 
race on the day of birth. It is estimated 
that seven to eight children out of every 
hundred are born dead or die shortly after- 
ward from injuries received during birth. 


In New York more than five thousand chil- 


dren, in Chicago two thousand and better, 
die from birth accidents. 

“In Paris nine out of every hundred die. 
It is safe to say that more than 120,000 
children die annually in the United States 
at birth. And this is only half the story. 
As many or more suffer from birth injuries. 
It is undoubtedly true that many cases of 
idiocy, feeble-mindedness, epilepsy, deform- 
ities, paralysis, severe headaches and eye 
trouble can be traced to injuries at birth. 

“After baby has passed through the or- 
deal of birth, he begins the most 8 
year of his life, for the first year is the 
most dangerous one. Statistics from the 
child’s bureau of the United States De- 
partment of Labor show that we lose one 
out of every ten babies born in the United 
States, or 200,000 each year. 

“The United States ranks eleventh 
among the principal countries of the world. 
New Zealand loses fewer babies than any 
other country, the percentage being one out 
of every twenty. Furthermore, half of the 
babies dying the first year die during the 
first six weeks after birth. In 1916 more 
than 100,000 babies died before they had 
lived one month. : 

“The causes of this terrible death rate 
are—First: The health conditions of the 
mother during pregnancy, unskilled assist- 


ance during confinement, and lack of care 


during lying-in period. Second: Venereal 
disease of parents, and third, income insuf- 
ficient for the family needs. 

“More children die from the conditions 
related to the health and care of the mother 
than from infectious diseases, from bad 
care or bad feeding. Since such a large 
percentage of the deaths of babies are 
closely related to the mother’s health, we 
must begin with the mother if conditions 
are to be improved. At least half of the 
babies perish needlessly. Mothers must 
have proper care and protection during 
pregnancy in every way. 

“Since the nutrition of the child begins 
with the beginning of prenatal life, the diet 
of the mother is of great importance, It 
should consist of foods which are rich in 
vitamins, minerals and other constituents 
which will furnish the growing child with 
everything necessary and at the same time 
be a diet which best promotes the health

include all fruits, milk and milk products. 

“The cereals, wheat, corn, oats, rye and 
flours made from cereals, should be cut 
down. Especially should. the devitalized 
and demineralized foods, as white flour and 
white sugar, be eliminated, and only cereals 
and breads made from whole grains used. 
Honey, maple and brown sugars should be 
used instead of white sugar. Meat, eggs, 
tea and coffee should be eliminated.

Every. health writer in the world today 


is turning out pages and pages on weight 


reduction. And still 1 hear the constant 
cry: “Oh, Miss Kellerman, tell me how to 


reduce.“ 


Now, girls, let me say here that you can- 
not reduce if you don't adhere religiously 
to the rules as outlined. You. can’t lose 
weight in five minutes. If it has taken you 
years to put on fifty or a hundred pounds, 
you can’t expect to lose it im three weeks or 
a month. Losing fifty pounds in six months 
is a good record, and a very healthy one. 

To me, the only perfect way to get rid of 
superfluous weight, is to adhere strictly to 
dietetic principles and to a certain amount 
of daily exercise. Don't you see that if you 
combine the two things, you are not only 
losing weight daily, but you are making 
your body into the something that God 
meant it to be. 

By the time you have lost your surplus 
fat, your muscles will alse be hardened 
and, oh goodness me, you'll feel well enough 
to jump over the moon. I notice that 
throughout the cduntry, women are trying to 
reduce with as little exercise and energetic 
effort as possible. 

Of course, they will feel better without 
the surplus flesh, whatever method they 
take to lose it, but just think how wonder- 
ful they would feel if at the same time they 
became lithe, graceful and full of pep. 

As far as diet is concerned, one does not 
have to starve one-self. The principal thing 
is to have knowledge of food values. The 
day is past for people to remain in igno 
rance about dietetics. 

For instance, nearly everybody knows 
that pies, ice cream, candy, pastries, pota- 
toes, white bread, bananas, macaroni, all 
rich gravies, pork, goose, turkey, lima beans 
and corn on the cob are very high in 
caloric values. 

Not by any means do you have to. 
without any of these things, if you 
the caloric laws. A well balanced diet 
absolutely essential. A person, even though 
reducing, must have a percentage of pro- 


tein, fats and starches. 


I wonder how many of you know, a 
large plate of carrots, spinach and’ 
beans is not as fattening as a tablespoonful 
of cream? All green vegetables ate with- 
out doubt the finest things to eat while re 
ducing. They have all the vitamines and 
mineral salts necessary to the human body. 

Before I go farther, | must warn you 
about reducing too quickly by dieting and 
no exercise. If you diet to such an extent 
as to lose weight rapidly, you will find that 
your neck and face will probably become a 
little shriveled, wrinkled and flabby. But 
after your three days stomach shrinkage (of 
which more anon) for goodness sake take 
up some systematic exercise so that, as your 
fat will roll away, your muscles and flesh 
will harden up. 

To me, this is the only perfect way to re 
duce and still keep your looks, There is no 
doubt about the benefits derived from diet. 
It is impossible to keep thin, even with a 
great deal of exercise, if you consume more 
food than is necessary for your bodily re- 
quirements, 

You know, it a person would just mental 
ly cut down sixty per cent of the carbohy- 
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drates, starches, sweets and sixty per cent 
of the fate, sixty per cent of protein that he 
had been in the habit of taking. he could 
keep himself at whatever weight he wished. 
Bat it is an extraordinary thing how human 
nature will cheat itself. I have rarely found 
a person who would consistently do this. 
Don't forget about the exercise. Un 
doubtedly you who are reducing will feel 
a thousand per cent better when you start 
watching your diet. But why not bring all 
the elasticity back to your body? Why be 
satisfied with just so much? Get that glow 
of health back to your cheeks and eyes.

I don’t know of any man in the world 
with the exception of Norman Brooks who 
has been able to hold next to the top posi- 
tion in a sport for Almost twenty years like 
May Bundy has. I say twenty years, be- 
cause May won her first championship, I 
believe, when she was twelve years of age. 
For many years, the only three players in 
California who were able to give her a run 
for her money were her own three sisters, 
Ethel, Violet and Florence, Year after 
year, at all the championships, the finals 
and semifinals contained but four names, 
May, Florence, Violet and Ethel Sutton.

EFORE starting for San Diego, Padre 

Serra, although painfully lame, went 
from one Peninsula Mission to another to 
collect what he needed for those projected. 
More than three hundred leagues he walked. 
Mission San Francisco Zavier’s Moorish- 
Romanesque church of well-cut stone must 
have reminded him of those of his native 
Spain. The De Borgia who financed the Mis- 
sion named San Francisco de Borgia bh 
included bells in her munificence. The Mar- 
ques de Villa-Puente, of Mexico City, hav- 
ing endowed Mission San Jose de Cormondu 
liberally, left its towers not unfilled. From 
these Missions the Padre Presidente requisi- 
tioned bells, as well as from other smaller 
missions until seven towers and eleven al- 
tar bells were sent north, either by the 
pacquebotes, San Antonio, San Carlos, and 
the San Jose, which Galvez delighted to 
help load, or by pack-train. 


The Padre Presidente elected to travel 


with the last of the two land expeditions, 


those by sea having sailed earlier. He 
reached San Diego on July 1, 1769, amid 
demonstrations of joy and salutes from the 
San Antonio and San Carlos. On the next 
day, Sunday, July 2, an altar bell rang when 
Padre Serra, assisted by the two weak, sick 
friars who had preceeded hini, celebrated 
a solemn High Mass of Thanksgiving.
